Two Misgiv ings 
Contrary to their critics, who are accusing the 
American people of muffing a rendezv ous with des­ 
tiny unless they accept full responsibility for British 
foreign policy, there a r' at least two legitimate mis­ 
giv ings about such a decision. 
Pow’er politics Isn't what it was when Britain m ain­ 
tained a balance of power by throwing its support to 
the weaker side In Europe. When the British were 
masters of that, technique—and perhaps they still are 
—Urey acted as a third party The United fitates In 
19 47 is not a third party, it is one of the two main 
parties Sov iet Russia is the other. Tills nation Is part 
of the power to be balanced, not the balancer. 
Americans proprrl.v think of the BrltLsh as inheri­ 
tors of the tradition of indiv idual freedom and there­ 
fore as allies in the struggle against 
: tat ism. But Amer­ 
icans would be less than acute if th< y did not perceiv e 
that an epirarent majority of Britons no long r share 
responsibility for the struggle against economic dic­ 
tatorship, which Is the introduction to statlsm 
The 
plain fact is that 
Britain Is playing off one 
great 
power aganst another, muklng amiable gestures to­ 
ward Russian communism with one hand while reach­ 
ing for United States loans with the other. The B rit­ 
ish hav e compromised their own good faith as allies 
of the United States. 
Tills Is not to be critical of Great Britain, but only 
to suggest that In order to deal with it the United 
States should acknowledge what Is obv ious. In a word, 
Americans wou’d be foolish not to hav e some misgiv ­ 
ings about British intent In asking the United States 
to assume responsibility for Its foreign policy In 
Greece, for example It Isn't necessary to agree with 
Henry A 
Wallace's recommendation for appeasing 
Russia to admit that he was more than half right in 
warning against becoming responsible for Britain's 
policies in the Middle East. The United Suites has 
enough troubles of its own, without standing sponsor 
for British mistakes. If It is to go to the rescue of 
Greece, It should do so on Its own terms, not as the 
Inheritor of British error. 
The second misgiv ing concerns money. The United 
States Is like an heir ss who nev er can be sure whether 
she is being admired for herself or her wealth In the 
United States, furthermore, are many persons so sure 
that Americans ar? univ ersally lov ed that they try to 
show their appreciation by bestowing billions of dol­ 
lars wherev er and whenev er requested. Tills passion 
for profligacy is indulged under v arious excuses; the 
current one is that America Is sav ing the world from 
communism 
It Is doubtful if the United States can sav e the 
world from communism by romping light-heartedly 
into national bankruptcy If this country now must 
keep a rendev ous with destiny, it would do well to 
button up its money picket.
